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Kauaʿi police to host summer camp for aspiring investigators 

LĪHUʿE – Kauaʿi police will host its first summer camp for incoming high school juniors to 

outgoing seniors. The 2022 Kauaʿi Police Department Police (KPD) Investigations and Forensic Science 

Camp will take place from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., June 21 to 23, and 8 a.m. to noon, June 24 at KPD’s Līhuʿe 

headquarters, 3990 Kaʿana Street. 

Participants will learn the ins and out of being a detective and forensic scientist, and will acquire 

a number of skills throughout the four days, including: 

• Interview and interrogation techniques. 

• Crime scene processing and photography. 

• Report writing. 

• Different types of Police Investigations.  

• De-escalation, listening, and deflection skills.  

• Forensic science and digital evidence overview.  

• Evidence collection. 

• Fingerprints. 

• Forensic Pathology.

“Part of the intent of this program is to show the youth of Kauaʿi the different type of job 

opportunities at KPD. To become a police officer, you only need to be 21, have a high school diploma 

and have a desire to serve the community. Plus, the starting salary is one of the best on the island as far 

as entry level positions are concerned at $65,652, and $68,244 after successful completion of the initial 

probationary period.”
